Gladstone, Man., Feb, 20—Coroner 
E, W. Rose held an inquest at Plumas 
yesterday afternoon on the remains 
of James Alexander, who was shot 
and instantly’ killed by Wilson Lyle, 
a neighbor, early Monday morning. 
After hearing a statement from Lyle 
the jury returned the following ver 
dict: “That James Alexander, of 
Tenby, came to his death by a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by Wilson Lyic 
on February 18, between the hour of 
7 am. and 9 am., at the house of 
Wilson Lyle.” 

Lyle, confessing to the killing of 
Alexander, said: ‘James Alexander 
came to my place about sunrise Mon- | 
day and asked me to haul hay, after 
| had refused him before. I refused 
him this morning and told him to 


go away. He went away and as ho 
got to the gate I shot him. 1 was 
ten ya.ds away. He fell. I went in eee 


side and put away the gun; then T 
eame out and carried him inside and 
put him on the bed. His feet 
ged along the ground. T had some 
blood on my hands. I had a few 
with him, T told Miss Alex 
ander about the shooting.” 

Coroner E. W. Rose and Constable 
Burr brought Lyle to Gladstone about 
4 o'clock this morning and before 
Magistrate Cory at 10 o’cld®k a pre- 
liminary hearing, was given at which 
he was committed to stand for the 
murder of James Alexander at the 
coming assizes in Portage la Prairie.

The big thing at last night's session 
{ the legislature was the premier’s 
11 for the establishment of public 
ibraries, 


In moving the second reading of 
the bill Premier Rutherford stated 
that no apology nor defence waa re- 
quired for the government action in 
this respect. Free libraries did not 
exist in this province as in the other 
provinces of the Dominion, The prin- 
cipal objection raised would be the 
expense; nobody objected to the 
schools, and ‘the public library was 
the school of the adult. The chief 
source of crime was ignorance; good 
literature enlightened and added to 
the sum of human happiness. 

The bill provides for the establish- 
ment of libraries in towns ‘and cities 
that comply with the regulations, and 
for a free reading room in connection 
with each. 


On the presentation to a municipal 
council of a petition signed by one- 


a 


tenth of the ratepayers the law 
requires that a bylaw be submitted 
providing fer a public library, and 
that the rates of three-fifths of the 
qualified electors who actually vote 
upon the question should be consid- 
ered a majority, 

Provision is made for administra- 
tion of the library by a board of which 
the mayor of the town or city shall 
be an ex officio member, although not 
more than two members of the coun: 
cil may be members of the board at 
once, 

The board shall have power to ac- 
quire lands and buildings but are 
limited to the expenditure of $1,000 
per year. Any sums above this shall 
be met by a special assessment called 
the library rate. 

The government will aid each lib. 

, rary by giving fa dollar for every 
dollar expended by the board for 
books, up to $300 and $50 towards 
newspapers and magazines,

GERMAN SUBJECTS KILLED. 


Persia Not a Very Delightful Country 
to Travel in. 


Berlin, Feb, 19—The foreign office 
here has been notified by the German 
legation at Teheran, Persia) of the 
murder there of a German subject 
named Damman, and the wounding 
of two other Germans by robbers. The 
légation protested to the Persian 
government and demanded the pun- 
ishment of the guilty men.

OF SUDDEN DEATH 


London, Ont., Feb, 20—The Inter. | 


national Limited on the G, T, R. 
collided with a freight tonight at a 
switch about a quartér ef a mile east 
of London station. The limited left 
Toronto twenty minutes jate and was 
about that much late at the time of 
the collision. The freight going east 
and limited going west were on dif- 
ferent tracks. The freight was try- 
ing to get on to the main line when 
the engine of the flyer ran into it. 1 
the flyer had been two seconds later 
one of the coaches would have receiv- 
ed a fearful impact of collision, As 
a result of the collision Road Fore- 
man Geo, Renton, of London, is dead 
and Enigneer Hardman and Fireman 
Barker severely injured. 80 close did 
the freight engine stand upon ‘the 
switch leading to the westbound main 
line that the express locomotive 
broke off its front beam within a foot 
of the centre, and carried away 
half the pilot. The heavy express 
engine side-swiped the 160-ton mo 
gul’s front works and the latter jump 
od clear into the air and whirled 
completely around, landing with ite 
nose turned towards its train, The 
accident was due to an unaccount- 
able turning of tthe switch ahead of 


the freight, which allowed it to cut 
over towards the limited tracks, This 
is said to have been done by Brake: 
man McDonald, who is alleged to 
have disappeared. The cries of two 
men under the ruins immediately at- 
tracted attention. George Renton, on 
the limited, was one of the men whe 
were pinned under the wreck. The 
upper part of his body was free. He 
was sitting almost upright and moan- 
ing With pain. It was absolutely im- 
possible to do anything at the mo- 
ment to extricate him, After linger- 
ing in agony for fifteen minutes he 
died. The fireman of the limited was 
visible under the tender. He was 
prone on the ground, held fast by his 
legs and the lower parts of his body, 
His arms were more or less free, He 
was moaning in agony. It was fully 
half an hour before the auxiliary car 
from London came up to render aa 
gittance. Passengers of the limited 
had a marvellous escape; a fraction 
of a second more and there would 
have been a head-on collision. The

STOCK JUDGING SCHOCLS 

Judging from the interest taken by 
the farmers in the vicinity of this 
vity in the stock judging achool now 
in progress in Edmonton, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is to be congrat- 
ulated upon its venture along this 
line. The live stock industry must 
always remain one of the cardinal fh- 
dustries of the province if the farm- 
ers are to realize the greatest benefit 
from the production of rough grains 
to which this country is so eminently 
adapted. 

The course in the school, though 
short, is thorough and practical and 
aims at a scientific or expert treat 
ment of the subject, and is in 
charge of a competent siaff of lec- 
turers and demonstrators, The work 
in the school is not merely of an 
academic nature but is directed along 
the lines of the greatest economic 
value to the agriculturists of Alberta. 

It is a question of the utmost im- 
portance what breed of cattle is most 
adapted to the conditions of stock 
raising in this province. While the 
day of the range tnay be said to be 
passing still the close indoor feeding 
80 successful in Ontario will not ob- 
tain in this province for many years. 
In the selection of his breed the 
cattleman, therefore, must take into 
consideration the history and the 
adaptability of the respective breeds 
to the conditions in Alberta. The 

| young farmer is acquainted with 
| these conditions but he may ‘not be 


familiar with the suitable breed and | 


may be still less familiar with the 
ltype characters to be sought for in 
the chosen breed. This is the infor- 
| mation that he may receive first hand 
at the stock judging school. 


The excellence in the method con- |

Oliver, Minister of the Interior, takes 
direct tusue with Rev. Profemsor Kil- 
patrick of Knox Coilege Toronto, and 
with Rev. Dr. Somerville, general 
agent of the Presbyterian church 
in Canada, in thoir attitude towards 
Mormon immigration into Alverta. At 
a meeting in Bloor street Presbyterian 
church, Toronto, on Monday, these 
gtatements are reported to have 
been made: 

By Prof. Kilpatrick:—The greatest 
grief in Albérta was the Mormon a:t- 
tlement. These peoples were Mormons 
first and Canadians afterwards. It wre 
not enough to say they grew 701 
beets. Did they grow good Canadian 
citizens?"

DO YOU KNOW WHAT YOU EAT? 


Ir a recent report to the United 
Stetes Government on foods, Dr. 
Wiley, chief of the chemistry bureau 
oi the department of agricylture, and 
tho government pure food experts 


gave some interesting testimony con- | 


ceining the deterioration of fod 
stuffs in cold storage before tho 
House committee on agriculture, 
whose hearings on the agriculturai 
appropriations bill have just 
made public. “Milk and eggs begin 
to deteriorate right away,” said Dr. 
Wiley. “Fruit is improved = and 
sometimes continues to imp ove for 
three months. 
about six or eight weeks, but after 
three months for meat you can see 
that it has reached the maximum and 
it begins to go down, I don’t care how 
hard it is frozen.” 
About Bulk Oysters. 

Dr. Wiley said that oysters sent 
out in tin cans are all right, but de- 
clared that bulk oysters shipped in 
tubs and buckets are either preserved 
with some preservative or are dan- 
gerously near the ptomaine line. Dr. 
Wiley said the gelatine factories are 
th: dirtiest in the world, and 
hides used are treated with alkili, 
which ‘is rubbed into them for ship- 
ment. The hides are scraped and 
trinmed and then put into tanners’ 
vats and 

The Residue Used for Gelatine. 
He said that this gelatine is some- 
times used in glue factories, and that 
what is not fit for glue is made into 
geiatine. As to the uses of this 
gelatine Dr. Wiley said: “It is used 
for putting in ice cream, and putting 
into candles, and for making cap- 
sules that you take your medicine 
in” He added that there is no ob- 
jection to gelatine if properly made, 
and there is plenty of raw material 
to make it of. As to the proportion 
of gelatine made from materials con- 
taining live germs, Dr. Wiley said: 
“No one wants to run the risk of 
getting lockjaw by taking a powder 
or # pill or eating ice cream.”

anounted to , 360,953,280 pounds, as 
compared with 345,086,816 pounds in 
1905 The cigar manufacturers en- 
joved the best year in their history 
in 1906.
